WITH TWO LOSSES TO HARTNELL COLLEGE

With the two losses to Hartnell checked in their records 
the Lobo basketballers found themselves just 12 games from 
the NCJCC championship at the close of the season two weeks 
ago. 

In their first meeting with Hartnell the Lobos took a com- 
manding 10 to 3 lead in the first quarter, but Hartnell put 
through a volley of percentage shots to pull ahead to a 20 to 25 
point lead at half time. In the second half the Lobos put on an- 
other drive to almost tie the game at the end of the third
